The butchery of IIEVER AGAIN! gave me a sleepless night that at 81 » almost 82, and 
with all^^-^t with me is noi; good for me. Once I vfas awake for more than^con^^ 

uam hour^.^l’he.boo'k will remain pgJerful but ever so much less so than it was and there 
was gross xgnoranee and carelessness in cutting it. Some of what was cut injudiciously 
relata^ to tiie cases f>f perjury by the prosectorg, ■ some liad the effect of going easier 
on Specter. But a powerful indictment of botlx remains in the book* 

I'll be writing the copublisher, a friend for years who changed our relationship 
inexplicably and is personally responsible for the butchery of ffase Open aid of this 
book as he will not like^ but I may shame him enough to make him willing to liLsten to 
an effort to make good. Separately, I did write liim suggesting a press conference 
that he hild instead of me* 

If you ard willing to do it. I'll also suggest to him that if he is unwilling to 
do tliat or if he is, that^he share it with you and give you a chance to give the 
media what you have sent me. It fits with the book perfectly! hv^fh^ ^
